Ceresoli et al (2004/0127192) disclose a system and apparatus for moitoring, recording, and reporting 
radio listener statistics wherein a plurality of users each include a GPS receiver for tracking location, 
detection means for detecting radio station listening, downloading means for downloading the information 
via any one of various communication networks [0060], and a server station that accumulates the 
statistics so as to determine the effectiveness of the various radio stations in reaching their audience. 
The effectiveness is determined to accurately measure marketing campaigns, radio personalities or other 
on-air broadcasts so that advertisers can know how many listeners heard their advertisements [0034]. 
Other data gathered include each unit's identification and demographic information [0050]. Ceresoli et al 
determine the effectiveness of media in the form of audio rather than media in the form of displays. 

Powers (2002/0097193) disclose a method and system for determining the effectiveness of 
outdoor mobile advertising based upon monitoring, recording, and communicating data representative of 
the operator and vehicle movement. It is disclosed that in the prior art [0005], the advertising industry 
determines the effectiveness and a cost-per-impression of traditional fixed-structure outdoor advertising, 
like a roadside billboard, by counting the number of people that pass by the display. Moreover, it is 
disclosed that modern electronic systems in vehicles are often adaptable for determining positioning 
information; when the vehicle location information is combined with roadmaps in an expert system, the 
location, speed an route are instantly ascertainable and is valuable information relevant to the mobile 
outdoor advertising [0008].
